SYNOPSIS 


On October 29, 2013, at 0001 hours, South Los Angeles Sheriff Station Deputies 
Anthony Maldonado (driver) and Kelly Marchello (passenger) were assigned to 
South Los Angeles Unit 32. They were driving east on Century Boulevard at 
Prairie Avenue in their marked patrol car. They saw a silver Mercedes Benz 
without license plates affixed to the vehicle. The vehicle turned into the parking 
lot of the Roadway Inn Motel (3940 Century Boulevard, Inglewood), as did the 
deputies. 


The vehicle stopped in the parking lot and the front passenger identified as 
Suspect Quentin Hicks quickly exited the front passenger’s seat and opened the 
trunk of the Mercedes Benz. Deputy Marchello exited their patrol car and 
contacted Suspect Hicks at the rear of the Mercedes, as Deputy Maldonado 
exited the patrol car and contacted the male driver, Ty 


Deputy Marchello escorted Suspect Hicks to the front of the patrol car, which was 
parked perpendicular to the rear of the Mercedes Benz. Deputy Marchello was in 
direct sight of Deputy Maldonado and within hearing distance. Deputy Marchello 
began a pat-down search of Suspect Hicks and he became uncooperative. 
During the search, Suspect Hicks told Deputy Marchello, "| have a fucking gun." 
Suspect Hicks became resistive with Deputy Marchello, so Deputy Maldonado 
quickly walked from the driver's door of the Mercedes to assist. 


Deputy Maldonado "bear hugged" Suspect Hicks from behind, pinning Suspect 
Hick's arms to his sides. Deputy Marchello was standing in front of both Suspect 
Hicks and Deputy Maldonado. While Deputy Maldonado continued to "bear hug" 
Suspect Hicks, he removed a semi-automatic handgun from his waistband. 
Suspect Hicks manipulated the slide and chambered a round. With his arms still 
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pinned, Suspect Hicks held the handgun near his waist area and subsequently 
fired a round. The round struck Deputy Marchello in the right thigh area, causing 
her to fall to the ground. 


Deputy Maldonado recalled the violent struggle ensued between him and 
Suspect Hicks. Both were stil! standing and Deputy Maldonado was able to 
maintain his hold of suspect Hicks. Suspect Hicks continued to struggle, 
attempting to break free. They both moved about the parking lot, as Suspect 
Hicks continued to fire his handgun. At some point in the violent confrontation, 
Deputy Maldonado was struck in the left hand by a round fired by Suspect Hicks. 
Deputy Maldonado eventually took Suspect Hicks to the ground and was able to 
create distance from him. After Deputy Maldonado created distance from 
Suspect Hicks, he (Suspect Hicks) fired a shot that Deputy Maldonado heard and 
felt go by his left ear. Deputy Maldonado said, he retrieved his handgun from its 
holster. He fired one round at Suspect Hicks, striking him in the head. Suspect 
Hicks continued moving, as if it had no effect (refer to homicide transcript page 7 
and IAB transcript page 24). Deputy Maldonado stood up, to create distance, 
and simultaneously, fired two more rounds. 


Deputy Marchello did not realize she had been shot until she began to run 
towards Deputy Maldonado and Suspect Hicks. She recalled, moments prior to 
Deputy Maldonado taking Suspect Hicks to the ground, she began to broadcast 
the emergent radio traffic via her hand held radio, as she ran to assist Deputy 
Maldonado. Deputy Marchello said, in fear her partner was shot, she fired four 
rounds from her issued Beretta (refer to homicide transcript page 12 and IAB 
transcript page 27). Deputy Marchello felt the only option to bring the assault to 
а conclusion was to fire her handgun at Suspect Hicks (refer to IAB transcript 
page 31). Deputy Maldonado and Deputy Marchello returned gun fire at Suspect 
Hicks, which struck him, and ultimately stopped his violent attack. 


Shortly after the shooting, assisting units arrived, and maintained control of the 
crime scene. Paramedics were requested for both deputies as well as Suspect 
Hicks. Deputy Maldonado was treated at the scene and Deputy Marchello was 
transported to Harbor General Hospital to be treated for her gunshot wound. 
Suspect Hicks sustained seven gunshot wounds and was also transported to 
Harbor General Hospital. Suspect Hicks was pronounced deceased at 0047 
hours on October 29, 2013. 


Los Angeles County Sheriffs Department Homicide detectives documented their 
investigation of the incident in their Homicide Book [EXHIBIT A]. The Los 
Angeles County District Attorney's Office reviewed the investigation and authored 
a Letter of Opinion [EXHIBIT B]. The letter reads Deputies Maldonado and 
Marchello acted in self-defense and in defense of each other. There would be no 
further action from the District Attorney. In addition three compact discs are 
included [EXHIBIT C], Disc #1 contains video of the shooting, crime scene 
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photos, radio traffic, and Homicide interviews. Disc #2 contains audio interviews 
and crime scene photos. Disc #3 contains autopsy photos.

SUSPECT INJURIES 


Suspect Hicks succumbed to his gunshot wounds. He was transported to UCLA 
Harbor General Hospital, where he was pronounced deceased. It was later 
determined Suspect Hicks sustained seven gunshot wounds; two rapidly fatal, (1) 
to the lower left chest, (1) to the front right thigh. Five non-fatal: (1) graze wound 
to the right side of the head, (1) graze wound to the left side of the head, (1) to 
the right knee, (1) to the right lower leg near the ankle, (1) to the left tricep area.

Dear Captain Kusch: 


The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the October 29, 2013, fatal shooting of Quentin Hicks by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputies Kelly Marchello and Anthony Maldonado. We have 
concluded that the deputies acted in self defense and in defense of each other. 


The District Attorney's Command Center was notified of the shooting on October 29, 2013 at 
1:30 a.m. The District Attorney Response Team, comprising Deputy District Attorney Gretchen 
Ford and District Attorney Senior Investigator Regina Crenshaw, responded to the scene and was 
given a briefing of the circumstances of the shooting and a walk-through of the scene. 


The following analysis is based on reports, recordings and videotapes submitted by LASD Homicide 
Detectives Kathy Gallagher and Philip Guzman. The voluntary statements of the deputies were 
considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 
Introduction 


On October 28, 2013, just before midnight, LASD Deputies Marchello and Maldonado were on 
routine patrol in the City of Inglewood and followed a Mercedes into the parking lot of the 
Rodeway Inn at 3940 Century Boulevard. No traffic stop was initiated. The Mercedes parked, 
blocking traffic in the parking lot, and the deputies stopped their vehicle within a carlength of it. 
Quentin Hicks (49 years of age. 5'4," 120 pounds) quickly exited the front passenger seat of the 
Mercedes, walked to the trunk and opened it. 


Marchello, concerned that Hicks might have walked to the trunk to conceal a firearm, exited the 
patrol vehicle and approached Hicks at the trunk of the Mercedes. Marchello detained Hicks and 
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walked him to the patrol vehicle with Hicks’ hands behind his back. Once they reached the 
patrol vehicle, Hicks began to struggle with Marchello. Maldonado, who had been speaking to 
the driver of the Mercedes, joined Marchello and both deputies struggled with Hicks. Hicks 
broke Marchello’s grip on him, and the struggle continued between Maldonado and Hicks. 


Maldonado and Hicks struggled around the front of the patrol car to the driver’s side. Hicks 
declared that he had a firearm, and simultaneously produced a semi-automatic handgun from his 
waistband. Maldonado attempted to control Hicks by grabbing him from behind in a bear hug 
and pinning his arms down. Nonetheless, Hicks fired a shot across the hood of the patrol 
vehicle, which struck Marchello in the upper thigh. 


Maldonado continued to bear hug Hicks from behind. Maldonado and Hicks struggled on foot, 
north through the parking lot. When they reached the northeast corner of the parking lot, 
Maldonado knocked Hicks to the ground, where they continued to wrestle. Marchello, who did 
not realize that she had been shot, followed Maldonado and Hicks. Maldonado was unable to 
control Hicks’ hands, and Hicks fired his firearm twice at Maldonado’s head while they wrestled 
on the ground. One of Hicks’ rounds grazed Maldonado’s hand. In response, each deputy fired 
four rounds at Hicks. 


The Rodeway Inn is located on the south side of Century Boulevard, which runs from east to 
west. Praire Avenue is to the west and runs from north to south. There is a "U" shaped 
driveway through the parking lot in front of the motel, on the northern portion of the property, 
bordering Century Boulevard. There are two entrances to the parking lot from Century 
Boulevard, which are in the eastern and western corners. The two story Rodeway Inn building is 
south of the parking lot, with windows facing the parking lot and Century Boulevard beyond. 


Statement of Deputy Anthony Maldonado 


Deputies Maldonado and Marchello were in full uniform in a marked black and white patrol 
vehicle on routine patrol working the early morning shift in South Los Angeles. Maldonado was 
the driver. As he and Marchello travelled eastbound on Century Boulevard from Prairie Avenue, + 
Maldonado noticed an older model silver Mercedes sedan also driving eastbound on Century 
Boulevard with illegally tinted front windows and paper plates. The Mercedes pulled into the 
parking lot of the Rodeway Inn and pulled partially into a spot then “froze” blocking traffic. 


The deputies pulled into the eastern driveway of the Rodeway Inn, and stopped their car 
perpendicular to the Mercedes. Hicks exited the front passenger seat of the Mercedes and 
walked to the trunk. The deputies decided to contact the occupants of the vehicle. Maldonado 
approached И the driver of the Mercedes, at the driver's side window, while 
Marchello walked over to Hicks, who was standing by the trunk of the Mercedes. 


Maldonado heard Hicks arguing with Marchello, but he could not make out the words. It 
sounded as though Marchello had the situation “under control.” Maldonado continued talking to 
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As Marchello and Hicks moved toward the patrol vehicle, Hicks became increasingly 
uncooperative and louder. Marchello was struggling to maintain control of Hicks and told him to 
stop fighting. Maldonado walked over to assist Marchello. By the time Maldonado joined the 
fight, Hicks had broken Marchello’s grip on him. Hicks pushed Marchello into the car mirror 
and the spotlight on the passenger side of the deputies’ patrol vehicle, which appeared to cause 
Marchello to lose her balance and fall. 


Maldonado grabbed Hicks’ right arm with his right hand. Hicks said, “I have a gun,” and 
simultaneously produced a silver semi-automatic handgun from his waistband with his right 
hand. Maldonado bear hugged Hicks from behind in order to control his hands by keeping his 
arms down. The two men wrestled, still on their feet, traveling to the driver’s side of the car. 
Maldonado wanted to access either his duty weapon or his backup weapon, but he believed that 
if he loosened his grip on Hicks, Hicks would “have the jump on” him and shoot him and 
Marchello. 


As Maldonado and Hicks struggled by the driver’s side of the patrol vehicle, Maldonado heard 
Hicks fire two rounds. He was controlling Hicks’ arms but could not contro! Hicks’ hands. The 
struggle continued and moved toward the trunk of the patrol vehicle, then north, toward Century 
Boulevard. When Hicks and Maldonado had travelled approximately ten feet from the trunk, 
Maldonado heard the slide of Hicks’ firearm chamber, and Hicks fired two or three more rounds. 


As Maldonado and Hicks moved toward Century Boulevard, Maldonado momentarily lost his 
grip on Hicks. Maldonado believed he would be shot, but he regained control of Hicks and 
resumed the struggle to maintain control of Hicks’ hand. Maldonado saw a cinder block wall 
that runs along the eastern edge of the parking lot and slammed Hicks into it twice to make him 
drop the gun. Hicks did not drop the gun. 


Maldonado and Hicks reached the sidewalk at the northeastern corner of the property, where 
they continued to grapple. They fell to the ground together, both face down, with Maldonado on 
top of Hicks. Maldonado lost his grip on Hicks, but held him down. Hicks was able to turn his 
body and fired approximately six rounds. Maldonado's hand was grazed by either the second or 
third round. 


Hicks turned his body more and fired one more round which flew past Maldonado's left ear. 
Maldonado lost his hearing and heard only a ringing sound. Maldonado realized he would have 
to release Hicks in order to access his duty weapon. Maldonado believed that, in order to fire a 
round at Hicks, he would have to allow himself to be shot. Maldonado hoped his bullet proof 
vest would absorb the impact. 


Hicks was face down on the ground. Maldonado found Hicks' gun and gun hand with his left 
hand, pushed them to the ground and pinned them down. Maldonado pushed himself slightly up 
and got his duty weapon from his holster. Maldonado shot Hicks once in the back of the head. 
Maldonado pushed himself a little farther from Hicks and positioned himself straddling Hicks’ 
legs. Maldonado could not see Hicks' gun and did not know what he was doing with it. 
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Maldonado fired two more rounds at the back of Hicks’ head. Hicks continued to move his arms 
and his firearm was still concealed underneath him. Maldonado shot Hicks three or four more 
times in the back. 


Hicks stopped moving. Maldonado grabbed Hicks’ gun and threw it behind him.! Marchello, 
who was approximately ten feet away, told Maldonado that she had been shot. Maldonado used 
his handheld radio to broadcast his location. Maldonado did not know whether or not Marchello 
fired her weapon. 


Maldonado suffered a graze wound to his left hand and had difficulty hearing with his left ear. 


Maldonado thought he fired six or seven shots. It was established that he fired four shots. 


Statement of Deputy Kelly Marchello 


As Deputies Marchello and Maldonado drove past the Rodeway Inn, they saw the Mercedes 
enter the parking lot and pulled in after it. Marchello and Maldonado exited their vehicle to 
discuss the Mercedes’ parking violation with the occupants of the Mercedes. As Maldonado and 
Marchello approached, Hicks exited the passenger side of the vehicle and went straight to the 
trunk. Marchello immediately feared that Hicks had a gun or wanted to get a gun. 


Marchello ordered Hicks to show his hands. Initially, Hicks did not comply. Marchello grabbed 
him by the arms and attempted to detain him. As Marchello tried to walk Hicks to the patrol car, 
Hicks became “squirmy” and struggled with Marchello, turning his body in an attempt to evade 
her. Marchello repeatedly told him to put his palms together and to interlace his fingers because 
she wanted his hands behind his back. 


Hicks had keys in his hand, which Marchello feared he would throw in her face. Marchello took 
the keys away and threw them onto the hood of her vehicle. Hicks continued to struggle. 
Marchello let go of Hicks with one hand to get out her cuffs. Hicks turned on her and she tried 
to push him up against her patrol vehicle. Hicks “bladed”-his body toward her. Marchello 
ordered Hicks to stop fighting in a louder and louder voice. 


Maldonado joined Marchello, and Hicks began to fight both deputies. Both deputies tried to gain 
control of Hicks’ hands. Maldonado and Hicks were by the hood on the driver’s side and 
Marchello was by the front passenger’s side. Marchello saw Hicks’ arms swinging and 
Maldonado grabbed his arms from behind. Hicks reached into his waistband and Marchello saw 
the muzzle of a gun pointing at her face. When Marchello saw the gun, she lowered herself 
behind the patrol vehicle, attempting to use it as cover. Maldonado and Hicks were still 
wrestling, and the gun was being “tussled back and forth.” Marchello thought that Hicks was 
going to kill Maldonado, so she got back up to re-join the fight. Marchello had not heard any 


' Maldonado could not recall exactly how or where he found the gun and could not recall whether or not he rolled 
Hicks over to find the gun. 
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gunshots, and was not aware that she had been shot. Marchello began to feel a warm sensation 
in her pelvic area. When Marchello arose from her crouching position, the sensation in her 
pelvic area felt warmer. She disregarded the feeling because her primary focus was to help her 
partner. 


Marchello saw Maldonado and Hicks pushing each other back and forth while Maldonado tried 
to control Hicks' hands. Maldonado and Hicks wound up near the mouth of the driveway. 
Hicks still had the gun in his hands. Marchello saw the muzzle and the shine from the gun and 
ran toward the fight. 


Maldonado was both trying to take Hicks' gun away and using his chest and bullet proof vest to 
push the gun away. Marchello saw Hicks point the gun at Maldonado's head, and saw the 
muzzle flash when he fired his gun three or four times at Maldonado's head. Marchello believed 
that Maldonado had been struck. After firing those shots, Hicks continued to fight and still had 
his gun. 


While Maldonado was trying to push himself away from Hicks, Marchello shot at Hicks. She 
believed that she shot Hicks twice in the head. After Marchello shot at Hicks, he stopped 
moving. 


The hot sensation in Marchello's groin turned into throbbing pain. Marchello looked down and 
saw a hole in her pants. Marchello suffered a contusion to her pelvic area and a graze wound to 
her right thigh. 


It was determined that Marchello fired four shots. 


Statement or ШЕШ 


was a guest at the Rodeway Inn. A short time before the incident, left the 
motel and walked up and down Century Boulevard, trying to buy a snack. When 
returned to the Rodeway Inn parking Jot, he saw the Mercedes parked next to his саг, by the 
motel office. А5 approached his car, he saw Marchello with Hicks “on the hood of her 
car." Maldonado was at the Mercedes. 


EB walked toward the lobby, deliberately walking on the west side of the police car and the 
Mercedes to avoid going between the deputies. А20: closer to the deputies, he heard 
Hicks say, “I got a gun." Marchello responded, “Excuse me?” Hicks stated, "I have a fucking 
gun.” NN looked in the direction of both deputies. It appeared that Maldonado also heard 
Hicks, because he joined Marchello and Hicks at the patrol vehicle. There was an exchange of 
words, and Maldonado said, “Drop it, put it down.” Marchello was also speaking, > И 
could not hear what she said. Hicks kept saying, “I’ve got a gun. I’ve got a fucking gun.” 
ШШ saw that Hicks had a “big ass gun” that looked like a semi-automatic. Hicks had both 
hands on the gun, and was holding his hands in front of himself. Hicks did not appear to be 
pointing the gun at anything.

Maldonado grabbed one of Hicks’ hands, but the gun remained “free.” Maldonado and Hicks 
began to “tussle” for control of the gun, moving around to the driver’s side of the patrol vehicle. 
Maldonado continued to say, “Drop it, drop it.” Once the tussling began, MEN down and 
stayed on the ground behind his car, peeking out periodically. The deputies continued to tell 
Hicks in a firm tone that he had to put the gun down, but Hicks would not release the gun. 


ШЕШ а up and saw that both deputies and Hicks had moved to the northeast corner of the 
lot, where the tussling continued. Both deputies were trying to wrestle Hicks to the ground.

The Rodeway Inn Videotapes 


A series of video cameras in the parking lot of the Rodeway Inn captured grainy video of the 
incident from different angles. The video cameras point north, so the figures become smaller 
and less distinct as they progress toward Century Boulevard. 


The Mercedes pulls into the parking lot and stops halfway into a parking spot, blocking traffic. 
The patrol vehicle enters the parking lot and parks perpendicular to the Mercedes, within a 
carlength. Hicks exits the front passenger door of the Mercedes and walks to the trunk with what 
appears to be a flashlight in his hand. Hicks opens the trunk and the trunk lid blocks the video 
cameras from filming what Hicks is doing in the trunk. Within a second, Marchello joins Hicks 
by the trunk. Marchello goes behind Hicks and grasps both of his hands behind his back. Hicks 
turns and walks toward the patrol vehicle, with Marchello behind him, holding both of his hands 
behind his back. Meanwhile, Maldonado is standing by the driver’s door of the Mercedes. 


Marchello and Hicks stand together on the passenger side of the patrol vehicle for several 
seconds. Hicks begins to struggle with Marchello and Maldonado quickly walks from the 
Mercedes to help Marchello maintain control of Hicks. Marchello stumbles backwards and 
Maldonado and Hicks wrestle their way around the front of the patrol vehicle without her. 
Maldonado is behind Hicks and appears to be grabbing him from behind as they go past the hood 
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of the patrol vehicle. Hicks’ right arm is extending out, over the hood of the car, and it appears 
that he has a long shiny object in his right hand. Maldonado appears to be trying to control 
Hicks’ right hand, and he is pushing Hicks into the hood of the car, which both men are facing. 
As they wrestle their way around the front of the car, Hicks turns his body so that it faces 
Marchello, and it appears that his right arm remains outstretched, toward her. The driver’s side 
exterior spotlight on the patrol vehicle is on and the beam faces the video camera. Hicks and 
Maldonado are traveling backward, away from the patrol vehicle. It is unclear whether 
Maldonado is dragging Hicks, or Hicks is pushing Maldonado. After Marchello stumbles, she 
slightly lowers herself behind the passenger’s side of the vehicle. Within a second, she stands up 
and begins to run toward Maldonado and Hicks. 


The videotape captures the instant at which Marchello was shot. As Marchello passes the front 
license plate of the patrol vehicle, Maldonado and Hicks pass the spotlight on the driver’s side of 
the car and Hicks is facing Marchello across the hood. Hick’s right arm is raised and pointing at 
Marchello.? Suddenly, Marchello’s entire body flinches and she spins violently backwards, 
falling to one knee. At that moment, the glare of the spotlight obscures parts of Hicks’ and 
Maldonado’s upper bodies. Instantly, Marchello stands back up and pursues the fight. 


Maldonado continues to bearhug Hicks from behind, and the two men run together to the 
northeastern corner of the lot. Maldonado and Hicks appear to run into a wall that runs along the 
eastern side of the parking lot. Marchello initially runs after Maldonado and Hicks rapidly 
closing ground on them. After about 20 feet, Marchello slows and begins to walk rapidly, with a 
limp. Marchello used her flashlight to illuminate the fight from this point forward. 


By the time Hicks and the deputies reach Century Boulevard, they become very small and 
indistinct in the video. Maldonado and Hicks fall to the ground and wrestle for a few seconds. 
From this point forward, the deputies and Hicks appear only as small moving gray shapes. It 
appears that muzzle flashes may emanate from the pile, but it is not possible to differentiate 
between muzzle flashes and other light sources including Marchello’s flashlight. 


Physical Evidence 
Ballistic Evidence 


Both deputies used their department issued Beretta 9 mm handguns. It was established that each 
deputy fired four rounds. 


Hicks’ firearm was a Glock semi-automatic 40 calibre handgun that was recovered near his 
body. It was established that Hicks fired three rounds. There was a spent casing near Hicks? 
body and another one in the chamber of Hicks' firearm, indicating that the firearm jammed when 
he fired his final round. 


? It appears there may be a muzzle flash from Hicks’ gun at the instant he passes the spotlight on the patrol vehicle, 
but is is impossible to differentiate between the light of the spotlight and any possible muzzle flash at that moment. 
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Eight expended 9 mm casings were recovered in the immediate area in which Hicks was shot. 
Each of the deputies’ guns fired four of those casings. 


Coroner’s Findings 


On November 2, 2013, Los Angeles County Medical Examiner Dr. Paul Gliniecki performed an 
autopsy on Hicks and concluded that Hicks died as a result of multiple gunshot wounds. Hicks 
sustained a total of seven gunshot wounds. 


A toxicology analysis detected the presence of methamphetamine in Hicks’ blood. 
LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense if the person claiming the right of 
self-defense actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. People v. Humphrey (1996) 13 Cal.4th 1073, 1082; see also CALCRIM No. 
505. In general, the same legal principles apply to the use of deadly force in defense of another 
person. CALCRIM No. 3470. 


Quentin Hicks presented a lethal threat to Deputies Marchello and Maldonado from the moment 
he produced the semi-automatic firearm from his waistband. Hicks fired at Deputy Marchello at 
close range in the first salvo, demonstrating that he was prepared to shoot and kill her. Hicks 
disregarded the orders of the deputies and refused to relinquish his weapon. Hicks intentionally 
fired his firearm at Deputy Maldonado while they wrestled on the ground demonstrating that he 
was prepared to shoot and kill him. Both deputies reasonably believed that Hicks would kill 
either or both of them at the first opportunity. 


CONCLUSION 
The evidence examined shows that Quentin Hicks tried to kill both Deputies Marchello and 


Maldonado. In reasonable fear of great bodily injury or death to themselves and each other, 
Deputies Marchello and Maldonado fired their service weapons, striking Hicks. 
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Based on the foregoing, we find that Deputies Kelly Marchello and Anthony Maldonado acted in 


lawful self-defense and in defense of each other. We are therefore closing our file and will take 
no further action in this matter.
